Wasting Time 


There are very strange things going on in the 
nation's colleges and universities Aside from many 
which are always in the news, college students seem 
to be throwing away their time and their talent on 
things that will do them no good in their future years 
as productive adults 
For example. University of Texas students, bored 
by traditional academic courses in anthropology, 
architecture, and astronomy, can now register for 
unofficial classes in freestyle frisbee throwing 
Frisbee, beginning and intermediate, is among one 
of the more popular classes offered by the Texas 
Union, a student organization There are also classes 
in war gaming, wind surfing, juggling, car repair, 
bartending, bird watching, sky diving, tatting, tea 
leaves reading, and palmistry Those are just a few 
So far. 3,000 students have signed up for the in­ 
formal classes 
Fees range from 12 for a self- 
awareness class to $65 for scuba diving lessons, 
The teacher of the class offers that frisbee is more 
complicated than it really seems, citing more than 
ISO ways to throw a frisbee and more than ISO ways to 
catch a frisbee 
It would seem, however, college students have 
much more to do with their time and money than 
learn how to throw a frisbee 
Granted, all time spent at college is not spent on 
learning from books, as no (me in college is a book* 
worm who thinks only of studies and good grades 
And. granted, some of these courses offer important 
subjects that may be helpful in later life There must 
be some time for release of the college student They 
too. are only human. 
But these course take away necessary time for 
learning, and offer no practical purpose for taking the 
course They are a release, of course, and also, at 
some times, seem more practical than classes offered 
by some universities and colleges. 
But the fact remains, there is no substitute for 
higher learning if that learning is put to proper use 
Free time is one thing, but wasting time is a com 
pletely different item

But when someone came with a wrecker 
and tried to pull a1) that was left of the boat 
from the water, it was too much 
So, the Chester City Council passed a 
resolution this week saying “persons are 
prevented from carrying away wreckage of 
any historic barges and boats without the 
consent of the City Council ” 


The wreckage of the boat, named Bluff 
City, has been rn the river ever since the 
structure burned, but the craft is only 
visible when the Mississippi falls to a low 
level 
local residents say because of this year’s 
upper Midwest drought, the wreck surfaced 
recently for the first time in a decade, 
drawing curiosity seekers and tourists. 


"That wasn't too bad, said city attorney 
Tom Atchison 


"The problem arose about a week agt 
when someone came down with a wrecker 
and decided he would pull it out for hts own 
use," Atchison said He said the councU 
passed a resolution prohibiting such actions 
at the suggestion of Joe Akers, publisher of 
the Randolph County Herald Tribune 


Akers said the people trying to carry off 
the boat s wreckage were from Steeleville, 
IU., and came equipped with “a regular 
automobile wrecker."

For a massive restoration 
program has been underway

New Harmony wa* founded in
